W&EMMEH dealt with the English and the Amvimns in order to buy cap* 
iurcd .weapons of Oseshoalovakiatt or German make* then 1 asked WXSSiiMAIH 
how he could work for his father’s firm end for- WAHIiGSB at the came 
time he said that hi® yob with W&W2MBR would be hie main occupation 
ad that very little- could be done for hie father’s firm at the tine* He. 
offered me & very generous commission if X could succeed in, buying 
weapons of German or Cseeh make captured by the Suasions or partisans, 
whether the weapons were in good condition or in seed of repair* 

At .Bratislava X mt two Frenchmen, Hiohel MGiiM'B&AlBII, (a 
false name I later learned) ®nd Soger mmxm alios xmSZSU* they were 
supposed to be representatives of the Minister® du Prevail at Vichy,.. and 
were charged with taking care of the French workers in Slovakia* X 
thought that these two men could help me get in touch with tbs part loams 
among whom I know were a great number of Frenchmen* X introduced MC'BIB** 
MAIMXM and $$MKXM to flSGBlABi who bad a long discmosioa with the® at 
which x was not present* 



My position became critical at that time because all the men 
of Bratislava had to dig trenches and X was iz$ danger of being drafted 
for the new Slovakian army* 1 t,ld wxa&HMAlB and he assured me that t 
was a V-maan of his by order of tASBXliQti for the territory of Slovakia 
and that my mission was to take cere of factories that were important 
for the war* Shis was net sufficient and WISdBM&HH gave me another , 
order Issued by the SB saying that I was working for the SB and was not 
to be drafted into the army* When 2 asked fldCSKAHB how he could obtain 
such a paper he told m that the SiD had orders to help in the purchase 
of arms* this was at.;’ the end of Gunnery 1945 and it was the first time 
that X had heard the SB mentioned •

told as that 24U&$$8Alft£B end ®S1B beiciiged to the SB and Mad been 
tranef b mod to Bratislava with SB Kcssatando Haney • 1 learned later that 
their re la was rather dmMeus. WISOESSASII ale# promised them large ©on- 
missions and asked then to start buying weapons immediately. 

Mean tine I continued in the foreign currency affair and 
together with fXHGHUAXS, idle had net a lot of people, bought all kinds 
of supplies email a® gasoline, keiofeniua, aluminum tola (l!>,000kgs) for 
moss kit®, ©loth for wadJ&x&s, truck®, shovels , etc. f© bought unlimited 
Quantities of these goods using especially the black market* Any prise 
was paid and any amount me available* X cannot giro an erect listing 
of the geode purchased because WI&tJiJUAS®' was 'buying a® well end 1 never 
knew hew such he purchased* There was no bookkeeping and the aarofeapdia© 
went immediately 'fee Prague and the currency to Berlin. VISOSMtJBI never 
told me w he was going to receive the goods and currency? 1 learned that 
later froaa mBBXMm, 

then tlsCHIIftM left Bratislava he took with him 5 ailllen 
Slovakian kronen, 2 sill ion Beiehsaarks, 1000 gold mins, 5000 ivies 
francs and several diamonds. During hie absence he tali as to refer to 
Bauptsttmsifueferer MB8XISB, Belter ©f Abt II, Bratislava, who would 
maintain contact by radio if anything important eiwoM happen# The only 
thing ef i a pert usee that happened during tXS©ll?fSfc.lfS*a absence was that 
BACEESiiAIRIE and HOKHXBP told «e that their agents had been captured 
and therefore the purchase of weapon® had to be postponed* They alee 
needed more money to reestablish contact with the partisans. In this 
way X learned that WIBCHiSAl® had already given then coney. As WXBOHMAHh 
had not given no any instruct lens (fa« had only mentioned once that the 
Frenchmen had purchase d 16, 000 rifles for him) I did net give then any 
i nay. 

At the end of February 9U8&U&D& returned t© Bratislava 
end was very disappointed that there were no weapons, saying that we 
met do everything to get a hold of some. Be gave sons acre money to 
the Frenchmen and they made several trips to partisan-held territory. 

The day after his arrival in Bratislava WISCHMaBS sent me to Prague 
to take his wife, child aM aratfeer-in-law to Berehteegs&eft. After I had 
done that 1 returned to Bratislava and ti&OiiMAM left for Berehteegeden 
In a truck full of food end furniture for hie wife. To sake his trip 
look like an official mission, fXB€SkAlh said, he took along 32 rugs, 
office supplies, foreign currency, gold end valuable pictures. He said 
that fee would return in about four days bat he stayed about three weeks. 
Be fere he left he told me that two soldiers might an- 



rive from ISe-fan and ask him to buy some trucks in Brstlelav© t© take 
them back to Mens®* VXbChSiABh told ste that I was to tail them t^. wait. 
Sturtberaore X was to keep ext eye on the tee frennkmon and tell then 
to supply the weapons as aeon as possible* As & mutter of foot, l&e 
soldiers did arrive and told see that they hod orders to transport all 
stored materials purchased in Bratislava to Hoik* near Vienna* I told ■ 
then that wxsCHMilfU had ordered then to wait. 

Tm m week® after TtX&GBMM left) 1 received a telephone call 
tfmm Vienna to reserve three -hotel rasas for VAlfiUQSfiKE. In the aiddle 
of March WJUUSXSGKS arrived with OAC£ and another man from Xniereom- 
tia«atale whose mae 1 do not remember. WAEHISGIS was frightened and 
very upset about the activities of 128CBKAXII and said several times 
that h® would like to put WISCliHASJf in « conoeatratisn ©amp* Be- in- 
sisted that I hand over to him the reminder of the valuables and I 
gave hi® what X had* 40,000 pounds, about 200 geld coin® and £ million 
Slovakian kronen* The Slovakian kronen and about t million Reichsmarks 
MMSIMSSL seat to Berlin the following day by SB courier. for the 
first time 1 learned who was the receiver at Berlin: Standartenfueterer 
mm 1L, Belter Ant II, Berlin, wmstmm. told me that all these transac- 
tion*? and purchases were do m by order of Amt XX. I© was frantic and 
angry that no weapon® had been purchased and said that that was our 
main Job regardless of the price ©r the difficulties involved.

SUBwSCTi Continuation of the Statement by Agi MhBJtA'f 
TGt C.Q. X-2 Germany 



In March 1945 every other activity ceased ana tbs purchase 
of weapons was declared our main Job. At the sane tine Haupt stuns- 
fuehrer BASUBS asked m to work: at the sane time for Ant VI. tints r- 
aturffifuenrer ERAIIBT explained what I should do, asking m to spy on 
the partisans when X visited them' and to get their names and if pcs* 
sible discover what they intended doing in the future. I told 1ABITI3- 
GBK that % was not willing to do the two Jobs. 1 could not do busi- 
ness with the partisans and spy on t hem at the same time for the SB. 
WASSISCIS, who thought only of buying, weapons, told m to tell the - 
Amt VX people any story X liked, giving them falaonnamao etc. 1 did 
not agree to this proposition and asked him to release me from these 
activities as well as from the purchase of weapons, suggesting that 
he use the Frenchmen for this purpose and that I be allowed to con- 
tinue with ay business. 1AEBXMBH became very angry and threatened 
me. He Hid, however, obtain my release from the dnief of the Haeh- 
richtendienSt (Amt VI). The only thing the Amt VI asked me to do was 
to introduce BEAHBf alias MABEK to people suspected of being in 
touch with the underground, in other words using me as an * agent 
provocateur” . By bribing B&AIBS I succeeded in postponing this* 

In connection with the purchase of weapons 1 took one trip 
to see am old friend of mine Baron XMWBA'BHX who lived in partisan 
territory. According to information in the possession of the SB, a 
supply officer of the partisans named SEBSOehSO was living in' the 
ares. I asked ISBE&ARBI to contact this officer and introduce m to 
him. iBDd&SShO was to sell me weapons of German and Czech make at 
any price he wanted to charge. LE0BHA1QI promised to help and to let 
me knew as seen as the business could be completed. She commission 
wap to be agreed on later. I reported tide to fAJEIfllt la order to 
calm him. 

Utile these events were taking place flSCHHAJS returned 
and there was a quarrel. 1 was not present but EBaK told me that 
KASKXBSSR during Ms argument with VISCHMASV several times mentioned 
Dachau, Army service etc. for WISCiBSASJf. The latter had to pack im- 
mediately and leave for Prague. Furthermore, a report to Berlin was 
made about flSCHMABB* s absence without leave. 1 then hod to take 
over I'lseUKAHH* s Job. As I am a good friend of his 1 was distressed 
by the idea that he might think I had used his absence to undermine 
his position. I told him so and was surprised to hear his reaction, 
lie told me that t should be glad not to have known abything about the 
whole organisation and that 1 should take good care of myself from 
now on. I took over VXSfHBIlM* s Job in the middle of March 1945* 

When X asked WAJEHXHGBH what were the most important tilings 
to buy he told me everything useful for a military organisation. In 
foot, everything from a noodle to a truck was purchased in various 
quantities. WABWXMEH also agreed to a new commission for m* WlWmAJBM 
gave me 10$ of the Slovakian ©sehonge rate for a pound. In other words, 
one pound was at that time 340-360 Slovakian kronen^, so that X re- 
ceived 34-36 kronen. WABHIHGHH gave me 6fC of the value of the pound. 

For the purchase of goods, X received no commission from VISCffiSAKB# 
WAtHXHGKR gave me 5^ of the SloVa.kian value. After the accounts 
between WASHING S3 ana WI801MAJIB' were settled X was given 100,000 
pounds to work with* WXSC1MAI0 was given 50*000 pounds which he took

ture for Munich* W® left immediately and stopped- at Monies, Mnller— 
sir* dr 3$, the home of SPA&IL* a parents* We left there and drove 
out of town to a small forest where w© met another kigs risking § 
officer. 1 was not allowed to participate in t he discussion nor was 
I introduced to anyone* hater YASKXSS&S told me that one of the men 
was SPA2IL and that X was the only T-aaan who had seen him* Be said - 
that SM&XXi was about to inspect the- dump at Sarkt a chwaben, Be also 
said that SfA2Il» was very dissatisfied with the exchange rate of the 
pound and that we should tsars a greater effort* Also that he era# 
anxious about the weapons* VA&BXtfSKft was to go to Prague to keep Me 
eye on activities there as well as in Moran and X was supposed to 
get the help of an Ohara tuxafushrer EA&SB who was to come to Bratis- 
lava* fe spent the night at Pitsing where VASHXBGftR introduced m 
to Mrs* BvlXfi-6. Ihe conversation was conventional and X had the im- 
pression that Ire* B0BIBS was not informed about the acitvlities 
of mmzwomi X Spent the night at Count B&Sf ZZlr-MTSEMW e place 
whom. tAjESlircM said was on® of his men* the following day % was in- 
t reduced to 3eerg« SfXfS whom WASHifSBt also said was one of Ms men* 
te then loft for Bratislava where we found that conditions were 
dramatic* ffce Russians were approaching Bratislava and fAggfBGIH 
wanted to remove as mush a a possible from Bratislava* trucks whion 
went from the different dumps to Bratislava, were loaded and left 
frequently, I had to bay whatever X could and was urged to bay wea- 
pons as quickly as possible. But the time was too short and the 
situation in the east was untenable. We packed in a hurry and were 
told to meet WABWXJfSBB the following day 40 kas outside of Bratis- 
lava* tn ease this was impossible we were to meet a week later at 
the Motel Aloron in Prague* In the event that X could still buy some- 
thing X was to send it to ®arkt so hwaben. When X wanted to give WABSXSf- 
GEM the re mining 82 , 000 pounds ho tola me to keep them* they left 
and my parents followed them* X learned later that my parents were 
mistreated by them which X could not understand* She following day 
street fights occurred in Bratislava and a day later the town me 
in luesian hands* X stayed for another three days but was anxious 
about the fate of my parents and of reprisals the IB might take if 
1 stayed behind* 

% left for Prague and arrived there 11 April* Before I 
left 1 buried the pounds in case X was taken prisoner with all that 
money on me* It Is to be found in a village called Borsky 3v. Jm at 
the hops, of people who are known to my friend Braatissk PASSB0M* X 
X told ay friend to keep an eye on the pounds and to give them back 
when X return* In Prague WAEHI2JGBH told me to continue the same job 
and to buy whatever X could find* When he learned that X had burled 
the pounds he became so angry that X cannot describe it, % was im- 
mediately arrested and it was only the development of event a which 
prevented »y being shot* X was supposed to return to Slovakia to 
fetch the poimds and my parents were kept as hostages* However, the 
place where I buried the pounds became on active front nod X could 
not leave* Ms was the lost time WABSIBSaEB spoke to m end two 
weeks later he left with probably for Moran* Hauptatormfuehrer 

I3r* flkWaggSt discharged me and WXS8i2UIOJ told hia that X would surely 
go and got the pounds* 

When all the services had loft Prague WXIC1MAII8 told me

He sometimes made 
teasing remarks saying that he sight he a member of the into Hi gone© 
service* He told me that he had. visited England several times and 
that he had © great many friends there* 1 have already mentioned 
why he was not drafted into the army, the first tine I sensed some- 
thing queer whs when WIEClilASI left for a trip and told me to give, 
all the purchased currency to hr* HERE of skodawerke {during the 
war called Hermann SSingwerke), HEBE then had to forward it to 
BlUBIS of the Skodawerks at Prague* X heard shout the SI -in this 
connection for the first time when WX0UM&EE sealed his luggage with 
a pair of pliers with the SI initials and later on when he gave toe 
papers from the 333 saying that X woo relieved of any army service* 
Curing his absence 1 also received wireless messages from Heron 
for ^inOZMAMK end sent them to Hnuptstuxnfushrer BAUCHS* They were 
signed Harold meaning WAJB8XSSER, USKES or SOBMB&* fhey usually 
were concerned with exchange rotes except those of which, 

dealt with the weapons business* 

In Prague X often heard the name B5HHHAHS (probably SGHEU&k- 
MAgJf) who was in charge of covering these illegal activities and 
avoiding trouble with the different services* Dr* HAJSSSB was in charge 
of finding out about rival activities* X wets surprised to learn 
later on that we also bought from other German organisations when 
the nerohaMis® cane from the black market* Xh Prague X also heard 
the names P30HIK&IH, and Engineer 2&X8XB but X do not knew- anything 
about them* EHESSCBMAB worked with WISCJHSUHS* WABHIJfGBR was often 
with MAKER, Sim ash KKAGX* 

X can only guess where all these goods wont* X merely hap- 
pened to hear the nesses of the dumps at Ifarkt schwa boa , Me ran, Hat or- 
ach, He Ik, Hue hi and Berlin* At Marktachwaben X do not know the exact 
location of the place but in Moran it is at Schloea Xaber&f in Bh— 
teruch/ktteme© at the villa of Rr. &¥SSbU3G| in Me Ik at the old 
brewery (site Bruners! )| in Suchl at the villa of Mrs* SARUIS&XR 
where she lives with her children* and in Berlin at SMSXB* & home* 

WAEIfXS®! told ms when «*e wore on a tn,p to fricn that 
the owner of a garage named 2PX0HXB was also one of his men as was 
Count mmzmr-BmmAU where MOTOEH also had acme belongings* When- 
ever £B^f^Xr-8fSStt^ is asked whether this is tme he always sets 
very up-set and claims that he has never received anything, WAJRlXJfdlR 
and EHACS did not like SPITZ probably because they were jealous* 
fhey tsaid tiiey could get hold of him whenever they mated him* WAB~ 
SIBGER also owned a factory at Prague where weapons and Qmmim,! 
products were maxiaifaSfiursd* At .Prague an accurate accounting system 
was kept which ms responsible to Bersn* -In Bratislava WAiSIHdll? - 
did his bookkeeping' in an improvised way and REACH gave me the settle- 
ments to forward In my name to Me ran. WABM8&B& mentioned once that 
he had 500, 000 pounds in his bank account for which he was account- 
able. hie commission on our transactions ms 153 $ of which he had to 
give ms 6jd* English 1 pounds were spent generously in order to buy 
wlvatevcr could be found* X always was astonished at the large amounts 
of English pounds which they imA at tlieir disposal* Any doubts that 
X- had vanished when all the experts In Bratislava proved that they 
were not forged pounds* ft was explained to everyone who asked that 
they wars captured* Xhe purpose of all 'these on rations in best acini on 




ms. to found & financial reserve for a secret srasi organisation 
after defeat in order to to able to take over again irl mm the tine 
cornea* As WAllfMIE mentioned once these operations started only- 
in 1945* In addition, all tha purchased foreign currency probably 
was to b» used to pay German. agents in foreign countries* Port bar, 

I believe that these operations were strictly Halted t© H cl role a* 
f bis is proved by the fact that purchases were made from other 
Wehrmacist organisation® and all the weapons and supplies were 
transported and stored by $ members only* In this connect ton t 
heard the name of $ General HOH&ft who was supposed to organ! as 
resistance at Innsbruck and who asked for mobile kitchens* 

As I 1 earned of all these activities only after the ar- 
rival of •WASSIl&ia in Bratislava at the end of February I cannot 
give information on the whole picture* I was also only kept informed 
as far ns it was necessary for my jab*
